Be that as it may, his collar bone 
was broken, he sustained a fracture 
of one of his thumbs, there is a 
large scalp wound on the back of 
his head, a deep wound on one of 
his arms, and it is feared he was 
also injured internally. 
The unfortunate gentleman was 
taken to his rooms, where the Drs.

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Hugh Mdthews, proprietor of 
extensiv e machine shops in Kansas 
City, who made the repairs on the 
engine at the street railway plant 
here a few months ago, and ]. W , 
Hill, formerly M athews’ head ma­ 
chinist, who did three weeks’ work 
on the Sedalia job, 
were placed 
under arrest in Kansas City yester­ 
day afternoon on an indictment for 
larceny found against them by a 
grand jury at Dyersburg, Tenn. 
Following tlieir arrest they were 
spirited away and, 
despite the 
efforts of half a dozen lawyers and 
sev eral officers, no trace of them 
nor of the officers in charge of them 
could be found. 
Ev ery outgoing 
train 
at the union depot 
was 
watched and ev ery possible pre­ 
caution taken to secure their re­ 
lease on writs of habeas corpus. 
The charge of larceny grew out 
of a contract 
taken 
by 
Mr. 
Matthews to install an engine and 
boiler for Henry A. 
Klice, 
the 
owner of a large grain elev ator at 
Dyersberg. 
There was a dispute 
ov er the charges and Mathews and 
Iliil, who both went to the Ten­ 
nessee town to set up the m achin­ 
ery, 
returned to 
Kansas City. 
Klice claimed that they took part 
of the machinery with them and, 
going before the grand jury, se­ 
cured an indictment against both 
of them. 
Sheriff Allen C. 
Dunlap, , of 
Dyersburg, arriv ed in Kansos City 
yesterday morning with req uisi­ 
tion papers for Mathews and Hill. 
The gov ernor’s warrant had been 
obtained before he started on his 
trip, and his plan was to arrest the 
two men and get them on a train 
and away from the city before he 
could be interfered with. 
Sheriff D unlap’s story is that 
Mr. Klice, the prosecuting witness, 
bought a lot of machinery from 
Mathews and that Mathews and 
Hill went to Dyersburg and took 
away some of the v ital parts of the 
machinery, 
leav ing 
the engine 
“ dead” and the machinery useless. 
This was on account of a dispute 
as to payment. 
Mr. M athews’ attorneys, whose 
knowledge of the transaction is of 
the meagerest sort,say it was mere­ 
ly an attempt to collect a debt. 
W hen the v ehicle containing the 
prisoner began roiling away from 
the jail, Mr. Mathews, it appears, 
recov ered from his astonishment 
enough to do a little fast thinking 
and talking. 
He persuaded his 
captors to driv e by his home so 
that he might get 
“ some more 
money and ?ome clothes.” 
This is where the officers of the 
law appear to hav e made a mis­ 
take. 
They yielded. 
Mr. M ath­ 
ews’ residence is eq uipped with a 
telephone, and it was to this that 
he hastened. 
In a moment he had 
communicated to AttorneysKarnes, 
New & Krauthoff,Meserv ey,Pierce 
& German and others, his plight, 
but they were unable to locate 
him. 
Telegrams were sent to Spring­ 
field, Olathe, Rosedale and other 
points, 
instructing 
lawyers to 
“ rush” habeas corpus proceedings 
and be ready to intercept the trains. 
A writ was secured late last night 
at Springfield, and at last accounts 
the officers were waiting for the 
arriv al of the train. 
But whether 
Mathews and Hill are on it— that’s 
the 
q uestion. 
This 
m orning’s 
Journal says: 
Did they go to Rosedale and 
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take the train? 
No, say the law­ 
yers, for the train doesn’t stop ac 
Rosedale. 
Are they locked up in 
a room in some one of the LInion 
av enue hotels, waiting for the mor­ 
row? 
The clerks all say no. 
A t midnight the Mathews resi­ 
dence was called by ’phone. 
Mrs. 
Mathews had heard nothing from 
her husband. 
“ He didn’t leav e on that 9 :35 
train,” she was informed. 
“ No. 
They must hav e taken 
him ov er into Kansas, don’t you 
think,” was her answer. 
“ Probably.” 
“ A writ from a Missouri court 
wouldn’t do any good ov er there, 
would it?” 
“ N o.” 
The probability appears to be 
that Mr. Mathews is somewhere in 
Kansas. 
Both Mr. Mathews and Mr. Hill 
are large, 
powerful men. 
The 
Tennessee sheriff is a small man 
and Deputy Quest, who accompa­ 
nied him, has but one arm. 
“ I don’t believ e those officers 
will ev er get away with Mathews 
and Hill,” said one of the lawyers. 
“ It would be easy for those two 
men to ov erpower them if they get 
half a chance.”

Saturday night, while Mr. Carson 
was en route to Oxford for mail, 
the home was fired. 
Mrs. Carson 
was found about ten feet from the 
ruins by Mr. Dunn, a neighbor, 
horribly 
burned 
and 
insensible. 
She was taken borne by Mr. Dunn, 
where she rallied enough before 
dying Sunday to relate her know l­ 
edge of the transaction. 
She rushed outside when she dis­ 
covered the fire, but remembered 
some valuable papers and a treas­ 
ured old violin, and tried to save 
them.
